Claims 11-27 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on June 30, 2010 is acknowledged and is entered with the 
instant office action. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 11-26 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walter (USPN 3,773,809). 

Claims 1 1 -27 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Walter (USPN 3,773,809) in view of Tarn et al. (USPN 5,723,641). 

The Applicant's amendments have made the claims non-obvious over the prior 
art, and the rejections are withdrawn.
